So u thamp to n, England, Ju ne 
22 (JP) — King Geo rge and Qu een 
Elizabeth retu rned to British 
sho res to day fro m their glitter­ 
ing No rth American to u r amid 
the cheers o f tho u sands o f p ro u d 
su bjects. 
Their 
transAtlantic 
liner, the Emp ress o f Britain, 
tied u p at her p ier at 2:39 p . m. 
(7 :39 a. m., CST). 
Beneath a drab and misty sky 
the king and q u een gazed fro m 
the bridge o f the Emp ress o n a 
brilliant p ano rama o f co lo r be­ 
neath — wav ing flags and the 
p ennants o f smaller craft in the 
harbo r and flo wer-bedecked wel­ 
co ming arches. 
Their two children, 13-y ear-o ld 
Princess Elizabeth and 8 -y ear- 
o ld Margaret Ro se, who had 
jo ined their p arents at sea a few 
ho u rs earlier, were o n the bridge 
tu gging with ex citement at their 
father’s arm. 
Cheers and sirens made a ter­ 
rific din as the king and q u een 
wav ed again and again. 
Qu een Mo ther Mary , walking 
ap p arently witho u t any stiffness 
fro m her au to mo bile accident o f 
May 23 — while her so n and his 
q u een were away — led the ro y al 
family abo ard the Emp ress fo r a 
p riv ate half-ho u r o f greeting be­ 
fo re the king and q u een came 
do wn a richly -carp eted gang­ 
p lank. 
The king wo re the u nifo rm o f 
an admiral o f the fleet and the 
q u een was in p o wder blu e with 
an o ff-the-face halo hat and a 
gray fo x fu r. 
So u thamp to n, with a no rmal 
p o p u latio n o f 180,000, had an es­ 
timated 300,000 p eo p le in the 
streets and at the do ckside fo r 
the welco me desp ite a heav y 
mist which sp rinkled rain at 
times. 
Their 'majesties came asho re 
at 3:20 p . m. thro u gh a flag-lined 
tu nnel which disp lay ed the flags 
o f v irtu ally ev ery fo reign na­ 
tio n ex cep t Germany and Italy . 
The cro ssed hammer and sickle 
o f So v iet Ru ssia was p ro minent 
against a so lid wall o f bu nting. 
United States Co nsu l-General 
Geo rge K. Do nald to o k his entire 
staff to the do ck. 
Under arches inscribed “Wel­ 
co me Ho me” and “Well Do ne,” 
the king and q u een made a two - 
mile driv e thro u gh the city , 
which had clo sed its sho p s in a 
half-ho liday . At the Civ ic Cen­ 
ter the ro y al co u p le was wel­ 
co med with an address and a 
bo u q u et. 
The ro y al p arty entrained at 
3:5 5 fo r Lo ndo n, where an esti­ 
mated millio n welco mers had 
begu n massing fo r ho u rs ahead 
o f time. 


Washingto n, Ju ne 22 OP) — 
President Ro o sev elt p ro p o sed to 
co ngress to day a . $3,860,000,000 
p ro gram fo r stimu lating bu siness 
thro u gh self-liq u idating p ro jects 
and lo w-co st ho u sing dev elo p ­ 
ments. 
The President estimated th at 
at least $87 0,000,000 wo u ld be 
disbu rsed in federal lo ans du ring 
the y ear starting Ju ly 1. The re­ 
mainder o f the p ro gram, sp lit 
irfto six ty p es o f self-liq u idating 
p ro jects, wo u ld co ntinu e fo r fro m 
two to sev en y ears. 
The President said th at in the 
lo ng ru n the p ro gram wo u ld no t 
co st the tax p ay ers a cent so far 
as self-liq u idating p ro jects were 
co ncerned. 
He o u tlined his p ro p o sals in a 
letter to Chairman By rnes (D- 
SC) o f the senate u nemp lo y ment 
co mmittee, and sent co p ies to 
o ther senate and ho u se leaders. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt ex p lained th at 
there wo u ld be a limit o n the 
self-liq u idating p ro jects o f $3,- 
060,000,000 o v er the two to » sev ­ 
en y ears’ p erio d which their co n­ 
stru ctio n wo u ld embrace and 
that as mo ney came in fro m 
lo ans it wo u ld be p u t o u t again 
as needed to stimu late emp lo y ­ 
ment and bu siness. 
Ano ther $800,000,000 wo u ld be 
added to the bo rro wing cap acity 
o f the United States ho u sing au - 
thbrity , u nder the. President’s 
p lan. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt said he co u ld no t 
state ho w mu ch o f this wo u ld be 
u sed in the nex t fiscal y ear bu t 
that the mo ney wo u ld be ap p lied 
to p ro v iding lo w-co st ho mes fo r 
p erso ns with inco mes in the 
$1,250 to $2,000 class. These are 
no t co v ered by either the p res­ 
ent slu m clearance p ro gram o r 
the FHA o p eratio ns, Mr. Ro o se­ 
v elt said. 
Meanwhile, at the cap ito l Sen­ 
ato r Mead (D-NY) said he had 
su p p o rt o f Secretaries Mo rgen- 
thau and Ho p kins fo r “the gen­ 
eral p rincip le” o f his bill to p ro ­ 
v ide go v ernment backing fo r 
lo ans to small bu siness.

Sound Vegetables and Fruits for 
Canning 
Selectio n o f so u nd, ripe fru its 
and v egetables and sterilizatio n 
o f canning u tensils are the prin­ 
cipal po ints to keep in mind 
when canning fo o d pro du cts su c­ 
cessfu lly . 
Whatev er the fru it o r v egetable, 
the first step in canning is to 
make su re it is ju st ripe eno u gh 
to be at its best and no t so ripe 
it is o n the ro ad to decay ; that 
it is clean and free fro m any 
spo ts ’ o r blemishes, and that 
ev ery hand that to u ches it, ev ery 
knife, spo o n, cu p, pan, kettle, can 
o r jar u sed in preparing the 
fo o d fo r canning, is clean. With 
su ch precau tio ns, all u nneces­ 
sary cau ses o f spo ilage are ru led 
o u t. 
When the fo o d is ready to can, 
the nex t thing to do is to kill 
the bacteria and o ther o rgan­ 
isms o f spo ilage no t already dis­ 
po sed o f, by u sing plenty o f heat. 
Mo st o f these o rganisms can no t 
liv e lo ng in a temperatu re o f 
212° F. — that is, bo iling tem­ 
peratu re. 
Usu ally the fo o d is 
heated befo re it go es into the 
cans, and then pro cessed after 
the cans are filled u p, by keep­ 
ing them in bo iling water, steam, 
o r in a steam pressu re canner 
fo r a specified length o f time, 
to make su re they are heated 
at least to bo iling temperatu re 
all thro u gh. 
At this stage, the temperatu re 
is the mo st impo rtant facto r. 
Fo r fru its and to mato es, bo iling 
temperatu re is su fficient, be­ 
cau se the spo ilage o rganisms are 
mo re easily killed in acid fo o ds 
than in o thers. 
• The who le pu rpo se o f canning 
any fo o d is to keep fro m spo il­ 
ing and thu s enable o ne to pro ­ 
v ide perishable fo o ds fo r u se 
lo ng after the time when they 
can be o btained in a natu ral, 
fresh state—Aneta Beedle, Pu r­ 
du e U.

different fro m that o f facto ry 
canned fo o ds. This is largely 
du e to the fact that the facto ry 
cannér u ses metho ds o f co o king 
pro cesses which hav e been care­ 
fu lly determined and su bjected 
to co nstant attentio n to insu re 
their adequ acy . Ho me canners, 
o n the o ther hand, hav e accept­ 
ed co o king metho ds which hav e 
been handed do wn fro m fo rmer 
generatio ns. Only recently they 
hav e been analy zed fro m the 
standpo int o f recent bacterio lo ­ 
gical kno wledge and in many 
cases hav e been fo u nd wanting. 
The ho me canner sho u ld se­ 
lect with care the au tho rity she 
is to fo llo w. She sho u ld also fo l­ 
lo w as clo sely as po ssible. There 
are no sho rt-cu ts. Sho u ld sho rt­ 
cu ts be u sed, fo o ds will resu lt 
which will no t keep and which 
may be dangero u s. 
Many au ­ 
tho rities which presu me to ad­ 
v ise ho me canners are no t in 
po sitio n to giv e so u nd adv ice. 
They may be well trained in cer­ 
tain fields bu t no t in the are o f 
canning. It is particu larly im­ 
po rtant to read and fo llo w the 
adv ice which acco mpanies the 
pressu re co o ker. Mere u se o f a 
pressu re co o ker is no t su fficient. 
Canners div ide fo o ds into two 
gro u ps as far as ease o f canning 
is co ncerned, acid and no n-acid 
fo o ds. The fo rmer are mainly 
fru its 
and a few v egetables 
which may hav e been acidified 
while the latter are v egetables 
and meats. It is an ax io m that 
no n-acid fo o ds sho u ld be pro c­ 
essed o nly in the pressu re co o k­ 
er. 
On acco u nt o f absence o f 
acid su ch fo o ds need mo re heat 
fo r sterilizatio n than can be se­ 
cu red in bo iling water. The tem­ 
peratu re o f the latter can o nly 
be 212° F. at sea lev el. At high 
altitu des the temperatu re will be 
lo wer than this. In the pressu re 
co o ker, temperatu res co nsider­ 
ably abo v e 212° F. may be se­ 
cu red. 
The reaso n fo r sterilizing the 
canned fo o ds is destru ctio n o f 
bacteria, especially tho se which 
hav e heat resistant spo res. Un­ 
less these seed-like stru ctu res 
called spo res, are destro y ed by 
heat, they will dev elo p and spo i 
the fo o d. The o bject o f pro ces­ 
sing is, therefo re, attainment o f 
su fficient heat at all areas in 
the jar o r can, to kill bacteria. 
This means that the center o 
the co ntainer will be the last to 
be heated. 
Pro cess times and 
temperatu res sho u ld, therefo re, 
be selected to heat all parts 
within the co ntainer. 
The bo iling-water-pro cess is 
no t reco mmended fo r v egetables 
and meats. It will no t destro y 
bacteria in fo o ds in a reaso n­ 
able time. 
Co nsequ ently they 
will no t alway s keep. Fru its may 
be pro cessed in bo iling water bu t 
the pressu re co o ker giv es mo re 
certain resu lts. The o v en sho u ld 
no t be u sed fo r pro cessing v ege­ 
tables. It is a wastefu l and dan­ 
gero u s metho d. 
Significant is the fact tha 
fo r sev eral decades ho me-canned 
fo o ds hav e been respo nsible fo r 
nearly all o f the bo tu lism in 
America. 
So me fifteen o r so , 
o u tbreaks o ccu r each y ear, which 
sho u ld co nv ince the ho me can­ 
ner that care mu st be u sed. This 
to ll o f blo o d po iso nipg can be 
prev ented if so u nd adv ice o n 
ho me canning is giv en and fo l­ 
lo wed. Ho me canned fo o ds may

The hin t is p resen t that the 
en d o f all fo reign co n cessio n s in Chin a is n o t far 
distan t. 
Prime Min ister Chamberlain an d the Fo reign 
Office are embarrassed by the fact that the 
blo ck ade o f Tien tsin ap p ears to hav e been de­ 
termin ed by high military o fficials in Chin a, n o t ( 
by the To k y o Go v ern men t. They hav e made 
stro n g rep resen tatio n s thu s far to n o av ail. The 
grav ity o f the situ atio n was disclo sed in the | 
Co mmo n s. There has n o t been an y thin g lik e a 
co n sisten t British p o licy to ward Jap an sin ce the 
seizu re by Jap an o f Man chu ria back in 19 3 1. 
The do -n o thin g p o licy o f that day mark ed the 
begin n in g o f the en d o f co llectiv e secu rity 
thro u gh the Leagu e o f Natio n s. The British, 
thro u gh fear o f distu rbin g in tern atio n al trade, 
were imp erv io u s to su ggestio n s by Secretary o f 
State Stimso n fo r so me so rt o f o v ert actio n , p ar­ 
ticu larly as the Fren ch had n o sto mach lo r it. 
Mr. Stimso n ’s su bseq u en t ap p eal fo r a wo rld 
o p in io n to co erce Jap an fell flat. 
An y effo rt to brin g the Jap an ese to terms will 
be eco n o mic, n o t military . The British fleet is 
p reo ccu p ied in the No rth Sea an d the Mediter­ 
ran ean . Leagu e san ctio n s, if the Leagu e still 
ex ists, wo u ld be fu tile. An y effo rt to cu t Jap an o ff 
fro m the raw materials, co tto n in p articu lar, 
sin ce lo w-grade co tto n tex tiles are Jap an ’s chief 
man u factu re, wo u ld be eq u ally fu tile u n less the 
Un ited States Which fu rn ishes 50 p er cen t o f her 
su p p ly , were p arty to the agreemen t. 
What the British are ex p erien cin g n o w is the 
resu lt o f eight y ears o f temp o rizin g as to defin ite 
p o licy in the Far East. Su ch a p o licy is still to be 
p lain ly stak ed o u t. It is n o wo n der Parliamen t, 
the British p eo p le an d the Emp ire are my stified 
at recen t tu rn s o f ev en ts.

Lin dbergh made his New Yo rk -to -Paris flight 
in 19 27. It was n o t the first tran satlan tic flight, 
bu t it was, in a sen se, the mo st p erfect, an d it 
was, witho u t q u estio n , the mo st dramatic. The 
flight led to o p timistic p redictio n s that co mmer­ 
cial flight between the Eu ro p ean an d American 
co n tin en ts in heav ier-than -air machin es wo u ld 
n o t be lo n g in co min g. 
It has tak en 12 y ears fo r the dream o f 19 27 
to beco me real. It is well that this sho u ld hav e 
been so . Witho u t adeq u ate p rep aratio n o f ro u tes, 
machin es an d men , the tran satlan tic air cro ssin g 
wo u ld hav e been hazardo u s. On e o r two bad acci­ 
den ts wo u ld hav e p reju diced the p u blic again st 
the en terp rise. Bu t the Pan -American gro u p , 
p io n eerin g in this field, has co n du cted fiv e su r­ 
v ey flights o v er the ro u te itself, as well as fiv e 
p relimin ary air mail ho p s. So n o w, o n the after­ 
n o o n o f Ju n e 28, the first co mmercial flight will 
start fro m Po rt Washin gto n , L. I., fo r Marseilles, 
Fran ce, v ia the Azo res an d Lisbo n . 
Two fo u r-to n fo u r-en gin ed amp hibian s will 
start a twice-a-week serv ice, which it ho p ed so o n 
to ex p an d in to fo u r serv ice's a week . The ship s 
can acco mo date 74 p assen gers p er trip . The ship s 
will leav e Po rt Washin gto n , fo r ex amp le, o n a 
Wedn esday at 3 P. M., arriv e at Lisbo n 5 P. M. 
Thu rsday , after an ho u r’s sto p at Ho rta, in the 
Azo res; leav e Lisbo n at 7 A. M. Friday , after an 
all-n ight sto p -o v er, an d arriv e at Marseilles Fri­ 
day at 3 P. M. The o v ern ight sto p at Lisbo n will 
be n ecessary u n til Gen eral Fran co giv es p er­ 
missio n fo r flight acro ss Sp ain . The to tal trav el­ 
in g time is estimated at 44 ho u rs, fo r a trip that 
wo u ld tak e fiv e an d o n e-half day s o r lo n ger o n 
a su rface ship . There will also be in au gu rated a 
regu lar, o n ce-a-week air mail serv ice between 
the Un ited States an d the British Isles, v ia Can ­ 
ada an d Newfo u n dlan d. 
All who are in terested in the p ro gress o f civ il 
av iatio n will wish the n ew en terp rise well an d 
ho p e that the adv en tu ro u s amo n g u s, o r tho se 
who wan t to get to Eu ro p e, o r get fro m there, 
p o st-haste, will p atro n ize this n ew, p io n eer ro u te.

'Zinc on the wall back of the 
kitchen sink was rep laced by in­ 
laid red linoleu m, cemented to 
the wall, which matched all work 
su rfaces. 
A bu ilt-in enclo su re was in­ 
stalled below the sink, this ar­ 
rangement no t only cov ering the 
water p ip es bu t also p ro v iding 
sto rage sp ace. Abov e the sink 
was also co nstru cted a new bu ilt- 
in cabinet in which Mrs. Rom- 
inger keep s her ev ery -day dishes. 
When the dishes are wrashed and 
dried they are co nv eniently p lac­ 
ed in this cabinet, a p ractice 
which sav es many step s. 
A slab of marble, which fo r­ 
merly rested on to p of the work 
table, is now bu ilt in the table 
to p at the right of the stov e and 
is u sed as a su rface on which 
ho t foods can be p laced. 
An oak kitchen cabinet was re­ 
mov ed fro m the west wall and 
was cu t in two p ieces. These sec­ 
tio ns, sep arated by a twelv e-inch 
sp ace, were installed at the right 
of the stov e. The cabinet was cu t 
in two sectio ns in o rder that the 
lower p art cou ld be u sed as p art 
of an ev en work su rface which 
has been adju sted to Mrs. Ro m- 
inger’s height. 
Little shelv es, co ntaining a 
clock, a p o tted iv y p lant and 
o ther small articles of either 


u tility o r deco rativ e charm, were 
added on each side of the win­ 
dow sectio n in the east wall. 
Window cu rtains are ecru col­ 
o red tie-backs which rep laced a 
sho rt flowered v alance. 
A co mbinatio n coal and gas 
range wras rep laced by a mo dern 
electric stov e. 
Rep lacing an old linoleu m, 
v /hich was remov ed to the back 
p o rch, is a new mo ttled bro wnish 
and red lino leu m in which is 
cemented a red strip e. This new 
linoleu m no t only cov ers the en­ 
tire kitchen floor bu t also fo rms 
a basebo ard all the way aro u nd 
the room. 
A dro p -leaf table, which is 
more than 100 y ears old, was 
p ainted white and was enameled 
so smo o thly that no clo th is kep t 
on it. Legs of this table were 
also sho rtened a little. 
The table, amo ng the eq u ip ­ 
ment v isible in the p ictu res, is 
p laced near three windows in the 
so u th wall rather than in the 
center of the room. Aro u nd this 
table are now fo u r u np ainted, 
new-sty le chairs which were also 
enameled white. 
The stool in the p ictu re has 
been rep laced with a mo dern one 
which can be tu rned into a small 
step ladder. 
A large electric refrigerato r 
stands on the back p o rch rather 
than in the kitchen. The Ro m- 
ingers handle milk and in o rder 
to p rev ent “tracking u p ” the 
kitchen, the refrigerato r was 
p laced on the back p o rch. 
Top s of the work tables ex tend 


two inches bey ond the edge so 
that toe sp ace can be p ro v ided 
when Mrs. Ro minger is standing 
there. Kno bs o n all cabinets u n­ 
der the work tables were rep lac­ 
ed with chro niu m-p lated handles. 
Mrs. Ro minger has kep t an 
accu rate reco rd of the time and 
money sp ent o n this p ro ject 
which has greatly imp ro v ed and 
beau tified her kitchen. It was 
p o inted o u t that the ex p ense of 
carry ing o u t these ho me m an­ 
agement p ro jects dep ends u p o n 
each p erso n’s indiv idu al desires. 
Visito rs are co rdially welcomed 
by Mr. and Mrs. Ro minger to 
insp ect their remo deled kitchen, 
and a sign to this effect is p laced 
n fro nt of their home.
